Being on the Seas in a Trading Voiage on the 


African Coaſt, our Ship was at the End of Sum- 
mer run a- ground on the Iſland of Madagaſcar» 
Our Company being 14 in Number, by the 

Help of our Boat got a-ſthore, and at Times 
cleared our diſtreſſed Veſſel of what Neceſſaries 

for Life we ſhould be moſt in want of. And we 

built our ſelves little Huts to dwelt in, bein 

_ uncertain when we ſhou'd meet with any Help. 


In this Iſland I obſerved great Flocks of a 


prodigious large Bird t which thoſe (very few 
Heathen) Inhabitants we mer with, call a Ruck, 
And which in Winter, when cold Weather 


came on, and the Summer Birds. of Paſſage 


ſuch as Swalows, Cuckoes, &c. go away, gather= 
ed togather and made a Flight away, and we 


ſaw them no more. Juſt as the Stork, in Holland 


every Winter go away, & are not ſeen till Spring, 
when they appear again in great Numbers. 


We preſerved our ſelves during a rigorous 


Winter; which being over, in Spring theſe large 
Birds began to appear amongſt us again, and in 
a few Days we had prodigious Numbers of *em. 


This very Thing ſet my Thoughts to work, 


7 wondring within my ſelf, where theſe Fowls had

very numerous about the African Itinas, and is a 
Bird of ſuch prodigious Strength and Rigneſs, that it 
frequently takes up and carries away to prey upon, 4

been all the Winter: Upon which I ſet upon 
the follow ing Project. Iheſe Birds breeding in 
the Iſland, 1 took about 30 of their young ones, 
and bred them up by Hand, ſo familiar & tame, 


that they wou'd eat and drink with me, and 
follow me up & down wherever I went · | 


Having thus tamed theſe my Migiatory Birds | 
I contrived the following Invention. | 
I made a certain Number of Braces far theie. 


Fowls, ſuch as Bird-catchers make for. thoſe 


Birds they call their Brace. Birds, and which is a 
Kind of a Caſe of Straps to go round the Body | 


of the Bird, not unlike to a Kind of Harnaſs: 


Wich theſe Braces | Caſed and harnafſed 20 of 
the ſtouteſt of my Birds, and fixed theſe Braces | 
at equal Diſtances. tu a long Aſhen Pole rhac 


| weighed very light, to each End of which Pole, 


and alſo down from the Middle to keep it ſtea- | 
dy, I faſined a Rope, whoſe Ends I joined toge- 
ther to another ſiogle Rope at Bottom, to which | 
I faſtned a flat Piece of Board for myſelf to ſit on. 
. Having finiſhed this my Invention, I did not 
doubt but that when the Seaſon ſhou'd come 
towards Winter of the Departure of theſe Birds, 
but that they wou'd fly away with this Inven- 
tion along with them, they being a prodigious 


large ſtrong Fowl And agaia as Idid notdoubr, 


but that they wou'd make to ſome Land, I was | 
reſolved to commit my ſelf to their Carriage, 
rather than periſh in that Iſland, which would 


moſt certainly happen to us all, when our Pro- 
_ viſions ſhould be ſpent, if we ſhou'd ſee no | 
Ship to ſuccour us. I did not doubt bur my 
Birds could perform this, being my ſelf of & 


very flender low Stature, and conſequently a-- 


very light Perſon, and the Birds very ſtrong. 


When therefore I perceived that theſe ul 


began te depart, I carried my 20 ſtauteſt Birds 
into a great wide rr and there L Herne

fed and Braced them, and faſtned them to the 
Aſhen light Pole, and placed my ſelf upon tlie 


flat Piece of Wood, as in the foregoing Draught. 


After a little while, they all together took 


to flight, and without any manner of Diffi- 
culty Soared up all one Way into the Air wirh 


their Braces, the Machine, and me ſitting on it, 
J not doubting but that they wou'd croſs over 
to ſome. other Land. But inſtead of croſſing 
over towards any Land, they all with, (ina 
manner) one Wing Soared bolt upright, and the 
higher they went, I obferved the leſs they la- 
boured in flying : So that when they had gor 
above the Clouds (which they ſoon did) they 
ſcarce moved their Wings at all, but were car- 


ried ſtrait Upwerds as it were by a natural 


Tendency and Inftin&t : So that moving them- 
felves never ſo little, it is ſcarce poſſible to 
think what a Swiftneſs they were carried with. 


And again, as all Weight is from the Attrac- 
tion of the Earth, the higher we went, the 


lighter we grew, fo that when we were above 
this terreſtrial Armoſphere, where the Earth 
had no Attraction, I nor my Birds weighed No- 
thing at al, till we arrived at another Arttrace 


tion, viz that of the Moon, and by Conſequence 


they nor I had no Impediment of Weight to 


hinder their Tendency naturally upwards with - 


| an incredible Swiftneſs. I took indeed ſome 
Biskets and a Bottle of Water along with me, 


but there proved no want of it, for the Air be- 


Ing purer the higher we went, it had no nitrous 
Particles to prey upon my Spirits, and cauſe 
Hunger, fo that I wanted no Food at all. 

And whenever we ſlept (as doubtleſs my 
Birds alſo did) we were carried equally along 
by a natural __— and Force ſtrait Upward. 

The Clouds 
den appeared GREATER and GREATER, 
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SAW all under me, and the 
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and the Earth under « me grew EL and 2 
and at laſt the Moon was monſtrouſly GREAT, 
Again, the Earth now began to appear with 
a Brightneſs like another Moon from the Re. 
1 of the Sun; and even as in the Moon we 
diſcern certain Spots, ſo the Ocean, Moun- 
tains, and Quartets of the Earth ſeem'd like the 
ſame Spots. At length we began to approach 
to another Earth with Clouds, Miſts, Vapours, 
and Fogggabout.it, abounding with thoſe Birds 
which bat, — Seaſon had left this Earth, ſuch as 
were my Rucks, Swallows, Nightingales, Storks, &c, 
So that my Birds ſeemed now to be arrived 
at a Climate that naturally agreed to them 
And here my Reck Carriers ſet me down. | 
Being thus arrived in this Strange World, 
the firſt Thought I bad, was ro take Care of my 
Birds that they might carry me back again, 
when the Seaſon ſhould again come round of 
their leaving the Moon, to return again to this 
our Earth, in Company with Swallow, Martens, 
Swifts, Storks, Nightingales, Cuckoes, &c. | 
And as in our Paſſage great Numbers of Swal- 
tows, Martens, Swifts, Stor ks, and all other Sum. 
mer Birds accompanied us, ſo we met great 
Flocks of Woodcocks, Fieladſares, Redwings, & other 
Birds making towards the Earth from the Moon, 
for their Winter Habitation here. © 
To ſay any Thing of the Country, or any 
Thing elfe during my Summer Stay there, 
which was Winter in this World, is not to my 
preſent Purpoſe, which is only to let you 
know, that I found there in the Lunar World 
thoſe very Birds which were abſent from this 
World, at that Winter Seaſon in this World, 
but was Summer there, ſuch were in great 
Num bers Swallows, Martens, Swifts, Nightin- 
gales, Storks, Cuckows, and the ſame Kind as 
my Carrier Rucks were; 7 ad

other Winter Bird of Paſſage, they being all gone 


I kept my Birds ſtil] tame with me. and hav- 
ing been an Inhabitant there a whole Summer, 

[for Summer there, is when we have Winter 
here) at the End of Summer there, I harnaſſed 
my Birds again, and ſet my ſelf on my Stoo], 
and away they flew with me and my Travel. 
ling Engine, performing juſt the ſame Journey 
back again to this World, as before they had 

done from this Earth to the Moon. 


And after we had left the Attraction of the 


Moon, they happened to alight down with me 
on the Iſland of Madera, where there being ſome 
European Ships, I came Home to my Native
